has discovered that Santa 
Claus, the Christmas spirit, or 
what have you, can come in 
strange ways and quite unex- 
pectedly. 


This story began six years ago 


when Sherry Lee Ward, daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. Harlowe Ward, 610 
Second St., was born. 


Mrs. Ward told of how she and 


her husband first noticed that Sher- 
ry wasn't quite like the other little 
boys and girls when she first start- 
ed to walk. 


Sherry seemed to fall down 


easily and had to have help to 
get up, she couldn't run like the 
other children, and she was al- 
most unable to climb the stairs 
of her Franklin Grove home.

Sherry was taken to a doctor, 


then to the Lee County Health de- 
partment, next to the Rockford 
Crippled Children's Clinic, the Illi- 
nois Research Center, and finally drifts, 
to the University of Wisconsin hos- 
pital but the diagnosis was always 
the same — Sherry was afflicted 
with an incurable disease, muscu- 
lar dystrophy. 


Muscular dystrophy is not new 


to medical men but rather rare — 
and quite unusual for children. A 
layman's explanation of the disease 
is the gradual deterioration of the 
muscles.

The scene shifts to the week be- 


fore Christmas, 1954, at a time 
when the Ward family was prepar- 
ing to move to Dixon. Their finan- 
cial situation was extremely poor 
because Mr. and Mrs. Ward had 
Invested almost every cent they 
had into second hand furniture so 
they could open a store in Dixon. 


Christmas, the magic day for 


children and grown-ups alike, 
was going to be just another day 
at the Ward home. Things were 
so bad that they were unable to 
afford to buy a tree, let alone 
gifts. 
A certain Dixon man, who knew 


the Wards and Sherry when they 
lived in Franklin Grove, came to 
see Sherry'that week and told Mrs. 
Ward before he left that he was go- 
ing to "do something for Sherry." 


Mrs. Ward said she didn't give 


much thought to his comment and 
added that she was "almost to the 
point of losing faith in all human- 
ity."

This man did do something and 


did it on one of the most inclement 
days of the year. He spent Dec. 
17th 
making the rounds of Dixon 


business establishments to ask do- 
nations for Sherry and collected 
more than $30 before he was 
through. 


With this money he bought a 


new type of vaporizer, which he 
thought might help Sherry's con- 
dition, a Christmas tree, and a 
gulden-haired doll and gave them 
to Sherry and the Wards that 
Miowy Friday night.

Ward's cheeks as she told how 
grateful they were to this man and 
to the people who donated money 
for the gifts. She added that he had 
been unjustly criticized while and 
after he collected the money.

notified Sheriff George M. Hodge 
in Princeton. The sheriff requested 
assistance in the investigation from 
a state mobile crime laboratory 
from Springfield. The crime unit 
was dispatched, but had not reach- 
ed the scene of the crime by noon. 


Local officials aiding in the in- 


vestigation are Deputy S h e r i f f 
Ralph Hodson, Coroner Arthur 
Meyer and Assistant State's Attor^ 
ney Don Blodgett. 


The authorlteia said they had de-

Polo Phone Rates to Jump 
As a Result of ICC Ruling 


FREEPORT —(Special)— Polo

The Illinois Commerce Commis- 


sion approved the increase Tues- 
day after it had cut $61.000 from 
the company's original request of 
a $305,000 hike in rates. 


The new rates become effective 


Jan. 1. As approved, the order 
fixes the monthly rate for one par- 
ty residential phones in Freeport 
at $5 25—50 cents less than asked 
for by the company. 


Monthly base charges for main 


line telephone service will be 25 
cents less than asked by the com- 
pany. 
The commission also ordered the 


company to reduce its party line 
loads to a maximum of 10 per 
line. It also required certain re- 
habilitation of the utility s outside 
plant at 
Freeport 
within six 


months 


The rate increases will provide 


the company with $149,000 annual 
return after taxes, or 5 5 per cent 
of a plant value of $2,700 000, the 
comparv said 


A commission spokesman said 


the cut in the request was ordered 
because it could not legally recog- 
nize a company item which had 
offered pay laises to its employes 
contingent upon approval of the 
rate increases 


The commission order noted that 


pay raises could not be legally ap- 
proved as a factor requiring high- 
er rates in the absence of a bar- 
gaining contract or evidence the 


utility was irrevocably committed 
to the extra expense item. 


Cities served by the company

A New Power 
DIXON EVENING TELEGRAPH 


The coming regime of Democratic Gov.-Elect Harriman 


in New York will be of national interest for many reasons, 
not the least of which will be the attention it focuses on the 
activities of one Carmine G. DeSapio. 
Harriman has named DeSapio his secretary of state, and 


in this fairly exposed place he may show the country a little 
more about his makeup and character. This knowledge will 
be of considerable value, for DeSapio has become a political 
figure of no small importance. 
He is the boss of Tammany Hall, the Democratic national 


committeeman for New York, and the man who single-hand- 
edly put Harrjman across for governor at the Democratic 
state convention last September. 
This means that henceforth he is automatically a large 


voice in national Democratic councils. He more than Harri- 
man who is a relative political novice, will cast the weight 
cf New York's 90-odd votes at the next party presidential 
convention. 
What makes DeSapio of more than ordinary interest is 


that he presents himself as a brand-new kind of Tammany 
chieftain. When he took over the fabled organization in 
1949. it was shattered and creaking, with a reputation for 
corruption. He set out to reform and rebuild it. 


In the ensuing years, DeSapio brought in young Demo- 


crats, backed civic reforms, lectured on politics and govern- 
ment. He suggested that Tammany had been streamlined 
and that its new leader was a professional politician in the 
best sense—almost like a career diplomat. 


In 1953 he scored his first major success when he chose 


Robert F. Wagner. Jr., to run for mayor of New York. 


In 1954, Rep. Franklin D. Roosevelt, Jr., set out early to 


capture the nomination for governor. But he worked on up- 
state politicians. Meantime, DeSapio had other ideas. When 
the Democratic convention rolled around, he had picked his 
man—not Roosevelt, but Harriman. 


With the votes counted, DeSapio looked like a shrewd 


kingmaker. Harriman squeaked through to win, while 
Roosevelt, billed as the great vote-getter, tumbled in humil- 
iating defeat in his bid for the state attorney generalship. 


Henceforth, we shall begin to see more clearly how ac- 


curate a picture DeSapio has drawn of himself and a revital- 
ized Tammany. There is no question that a new power has 
risen in the Democratic party. The only riddle is whether or 
not he is a force making for a higher level of politics in his 
party and" the country.

DDT Powder, Beiizoate Aid 
Body-Lice Treatment 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M.D. 


Not long ago I received a letter 


from a correspondent which stated 
that she and her husband while 
taking a motor trip and staying 
in many different places picked up 
some lice. She writes that they 
have been unable to rid themselves 
of these pests. At about the same 
time a man wrote that a friend of 
his had acquired "crab lice" and 
also was unable to get rid of them. 


These letters indicate that these 


dangerous and unpleasant insects 
are a menace even now, though 
there is always more trouble from 
them in times of war, famine, and 
overcrowded conditions. 


SOME PEOPLE SEEM to have 


a special attraction for lice. Indeed 
lice will desert the bodies of those 
who are less attractive for them 
for more desired locations. 


There are several kinds of lice 


which may infest human beings. 
Most of them like the human scalp 
except for the so-called "crab 
louse" which prefers the groin. 


Lice lay eggs, or nits, on the 


body. These hatch in about seven 
days. The nits are not destroyed 
by most treatments, so that they 
must usually be taken- care of in 
some other way. 


THE PRINCIPAL methods of 


control are prevention of infesta- 
tion and treatment of the unfortu- 
nate person who has acquired this 
vermin. Personal cleanliness is the 
most important part of prevention 
There is no doubt that bathing in 
warm water and the use of soap at 
least once a week, together with 
frequent changes into clean cloth- 


ng, reduces the chances of acquir- 
ng lice. In rapidly growing com- 
munities these vermin are frequent- 
y found even among clean fami- 
ies.

In order to make 
any of these treatments successful, 
however, it is important to follow 
directions closely and. in the case 
of head lice, to guard against in- 
juries to the eyes. 


The female louse lays from 50 to 


150 eggs a day and the average 
louse will live for from thirty to 
forty days. \Ve could part with this 
msecf companion of man without 
regret?. 


Besides the discomfort and em- 


barrassmen of having lice, there is i that own female dogs and let them 


tain people because we do not and 
cannot keep every dog turned over 
to the society. We have people 
calling us saying they have a fe- 
male dog and do not want to keep 
it as it will have puppies. How do 
they expect us to place a female 
doe; when they do not want it. 
\Vhenever we leceive a call from 
someone wanting a dog, it is al- 
ways for a male and not a female. 


If the people in Dixon would co- 


operate with a Humane society the 
city would not have to have a dog 
catcher and there would not be any 
stray dogs. We are trying to edu- 
cate people to take care of animals. 
One of the most important things 
is, to keep unwanted puppies — 
kittens — and other animals from 
being born. We have found homes 
for over a hundred dogs in the past 
year, and yet we are blamed be- 
cause we must dispose of some of 
the dogs placed with us. Please 
don't blame us, blame the people

The Bradens have two small

A. Scott Hamilton, the Common-

Journal, its offshoot, the Times, 
and their radio station. The Cour- 
ier-Journal 
yelled "witch-hunt." 


Radio station WHAS accused Ham- 
ilton of resorting to "one of the 
more reprehensible technique* of 
Senator McCarthy." 


As a result the grand jury on 


Oct. 1 protested to the Circuit Court 
that it was "improper to write 
such material as appeared in the 
Courier-Journal and Timea - and 
broadcasted by WHAS during the 
investigation 
conducted by 
the 


grand jury. 
It borders on ob- 


struction of justice." The protest 
accused WHAS of trying to brow- 
beat and intimidate the authorities 
on the pretense of protecting indi- 
vidual rights. 


"This grand jury was distressed 


at the fact that while it was at- 
tempting to get the truth, the 
Courier-Journal 
and 
Louisville 


Times, the only daily papers in the 
community, saw fit to belittle it* 
efforts to discover what connection 
the Communists had with the ex- 
plosion," the letter said. "It would 
have been impossible for the ex- 
plosive to have been placed under 
the house by anyone from the out- 
side. 


"It is our opinion that the charge 


was placed and discharged 
by 


someone having access to the 
house. 
This residence was sup- 


plied with probably 18 or more 
firearms, 
consisting 
of pistols, 


high-powered rifles and shotgun*." 


There were several persons in 


the house, all so situated that none 
was hurt. 


The 
Courier-Journal 
clamored 


that the Bradens were being per- 
secuted for their "beliefs" and ex- 
pressed "the deepest disapproval 


Herb Shriner of the line of questioning" about 


Communism. 


Braden's conviction appears to 


have been cinched by the testi- 
mony of Mrs. Albert Ahearn, * 
patrioticlocal citizen. 
As under- 


cover agent of the FBI she joined 
the Communist party and testified 
that Braden and others were as- 
sociates in local activities of the 
party. 


Ramifications 
showed infiltra- 


tion of the Indiana State Welfare 
Board in Indianapolis and of sim- 
ilar public agencies in Louisville, 
by associates of the Bradens. 


I. O. Ford, 79 years old, one of 


the defendants, admitted that he 
had been Communist candidate 
for mayor cf Cleveland and for 
governor 
of Ohio early in th« 


Roosevelt regime.

Volume of Bank 
Loans May Rise 
Reserve Bank Sees End 
To 'Sluggish' Business 


By SAM DAWSON 


NEW YORK —(Jl—Businessmen 


may start trekking back to the 
banks again for loans of old-time 
volume. Banks loans to business 
and industry are usually cited as 
one barometer of economic activ- 
ity-The Federal Reserve Bank of 
Cleveland says today that "the 
forces which produced the marked 
sluggishness of business loans dur- 
ing 1954 may be near an end." 


It so, increased business bor- 


rowing from the banks will be 
coming at a time when interest 
rates show signs of firming a little 
again. 


Earnings Increase 


And the loan increase would 


come on top of a year that finds 
most of the nation's bank record- 
ing increased net earnings from 
other investments—in spite of the 
drop in volume of lending to busi- 
ness. 


Tne Cleveland Federal Reserve 


Bank also takes a closer look at 
the sluggishness in loans this year 
and reports that it was chiefly con- 
fined to some industries—metals 


and metal product manufacturers, 
sales finance companies, and pub- 
lic utilities-. 


Except tor these, the bank notes, 
The recent trend in business 
loans might have appeared normal 
or even stronger than normal." 


Decline Flattens 


Inventory liquidation 
and the 


drop in defense orders are usually 
cited as the reasons the metals in- 
dustries stopped borrowing and re- 
paid old bank loans instead. There 
are signs now that inventory trim 
ming is about over and the decline 
in defense spending has flattened 
out. 


Borrowing by sales finance com- 


panies hit a peak around the mid- 
dle of 1953 and has declined since. 
Slower auto sales were on reason. 
Another was that the finance com 
panics tended to do some of their 
borrowing from nonbank investors 
and through open-market commer 
cial paper. 


The spurt in buying of the new 


model cars may soon increase the 
need of sales finance companies 
for loans from banks.

4 Switch hi Environment 
Can Change Speech Habits 


CHICAGO W— In Brooklyn they 


say "bold" for bird, in Ohio 
"booshes" for bushes and in Utah 
"oddience" for audience, said two 
speech experts today. But these 
peculiarities may be changed by 
a switch in environment when 
you're still in a "speech formative 
.stage." 


For instance, said Dr. Bert Ems- 


ley of Ohio State University's 
speech department, "When I was 
at Harvard two students came 
up from Youngstown. Ohio, and 
laughed themselves silly at the 
way we talked. But they must have 
surprised the folks with their Har- 
va~d accents when they got back 
home." 


Dr. Emsley and Dr. Claude M. 


Wise of Louisiana State, who has 
wnttftn books on the subject (pho- 
netics), were interviewed at the 
National Speech Conference. 


Every section of the country has 


some oddities about its speech, 
they said, some explainable and 
some noU 
In New England the broad "A" 


is holding its own although its fast 
disappearing in the rest of the 
country. That's because NewfEng- 
land has a closer and more recent 
association with Old England. 


They don't know \vnat caused 


the southern drawl, but they don't 
hold with the theory that the warm 
climate just made evreybpdy too 
lazy to speak up. They can trace 
some of the localisms back to Eng- 
land. 


The Mormons seem to have 


brought the hard "AW" sound to 
Wyoming, Idaho and Utah for such 
words as "Clod" instead of Claude 
and "oddience" rather than "audi- 
ence." 


Accents in Minnesota, the Ham- 


tramck area of Michigan, Eastern 
Pennsylvania and parts of New 
York City were greatly affected by 
the large influx of a certain na- 
tionality such as Swedes, Poles, 
the Dutch or Jews. These are call- 
ed "speech islands." 


"But no matter what the peculi- 


arities," said Dr. Emsley, "Amer- 
ica can be fortunate that its speech 
affords rapid, easy communica- 
tions between each section of the 
country." 


He said that such is not the case 


in most other large nations of the 
world, where persons from one 
locality, because of differences in 
dialect, may not even understand 
one another. 
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Budget Action 
Important in 
1956: Senator 


WASHINGTON (.f) — Sen. Dwor- 


shak (R-Idaho) said today Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's federal budget 
pioposais next mon;h may deter- 
mine whether or not the Repub- 
licans win the 1956 elecuon. 


"The Republicans made a sol- 


emn pledge to curtail federal 
spending and balance the budget 
as soon as possible.'1 Dworshak 
said in an interview. "This will be 
the last chance to do so before 
the voting in the 1956 election." 


Secretary of the Treasury Hum- 


phrey said Dec. 6 it would not be 
possible to balance the budget in 
the fiscal year starting July 1. He 
did not forecast the prospective 
deficit. 


The most recent estimate for the 


year which ends next June 30 is 
ihat the government will wind up 
about 4-\ billion dollars in the red. 
That would compire with 3 billions 
and 9^ billions in the two pre- 
vious years. 


Dworshak, a member of the Sen- 


ate Appropriations Committee, said 
he is confident a balance could be 
reached next year "without im- 
pairing our national security and 
preparedness or curbing necessary 
federal services and functions." 


A similar call for pruning out 


all unnecessary 
spending came 


Tuesday from Rep. Cannon (D- 
Moi, who will be chairman of the 
House Appropriations Committee 
in the new Congress. 


Cannon, in a statement dictated 


from his home in Missouri, said 
all budgets are "compromises and 
can be cut, and certainly the sit- 
uation today demands minimum 
expenditures and elemination or re- 
duction of every dispensable item."

CHICAGO I.3V-A court fight over 


the State Toll Highway Commis- 
sion is assumed and officials now 
fear actual construction on the Tn- 
State Toll Highway may not get 
under way until the spring of 1956. 


These developments came Tues- 


day in the wake of a three-judge 
federal c o u r t decision Monday 
auestioning the legality of the com- 
mission and allowing an injunction 
suit against it to continue. 


The attorney 
general's 
office 


chose to fight the injunction on 
behalf of the commission rather 
than appeal for dismissal direct to 
the U. S. Supreme Court, which 
was an alternative. 


The judges panel Monday allow- 


ed the state 10 days in which to 
prove the legislative act setting up 
the commission is constitutional. 
Members of the Illinois Property 
Owners Assn. contend it isn't since 
the act denies them the right of 
appeal to the courts over com- 
mission decisions. 


Thirty of tne members own land 


in the path.of a proposed toll road 
system which would extend 191 
miles and cost 390 million dollars. 
They contend their property would 
be taken without due process of 
law and that their right of appeal 
s ruled out by the legislative act 
setting up the coir mission. This, 
they say, is contrary to the 14th 
Amendment to the U. S. Constitu- 
tion. 


Werner W. Schroeder, special as- 


sistant attorney general appointed 
to defend the commission, said he 
would have the state's 
answer 


ready within the 10 days specified 
by the judges. 


George L,. Jackson, chief engi- 


neer for the commission, revised 
original estimates as to when con- 
struction work could begin. Before 
the injunction suit was filed, the 
commission expected to acquire a 
right-of-way, 
let 
contracts and 


start building by mid-1955. 


A 90-day delay which could re- 


sult from the court test would 
carry matters 
into the winter 


months which would mean actual 
construction work would not get 
started before the spring of 1956.
